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PREFACE 


The  systematic  study  of  African  international  relations 
and  the  Southern  African  Subsystem  would  be  greatly  enhanced 
if  there  existed  a reasonably  comprehensive  bibliography  of 
books,  monographs/  and  scholarly  articles  relating  to  these 
topics.  While  such  a bibliography  exists  for  African 

Politics  in  general,  (Shaw  and  Sklar#  1973)/  a similar  one 
In  the  area  of  African  i nternat ional  relations  is  long 
overdue.  The  purpose  of  this  Technical  Report  is  to  present 
the  initial  stages  of  developing  a bibliography  for  African 
international  relations. 

During  1974/  McGowan  and  Shaw  independently  decided  to 
develop  such  a reference  work  and  then  decided  to 

collaborate  in  its  creation.  In  the  early  stages  of 
collaboration/  it  was  decided  to  computerize  the 

bibliography  in  a fashion  similiar  to  those  of  Deutsch  and 
Merritt  (1970)  and  Paden  and  Soja  (1970).  A high  speed 

in-house  reference  system  was  needed  to  facilitate  storage# 
search,  and  retrieval  of  bibliographic  reference  material. 
With  the  use  of  a programed  electronic  computer  on°  can#  for 
example#  easily  correct  bibliographic  items  and  continually 
update  the  entire  file.  One  can  also  search  and  print  out 
from  the  computerized  bibliography  lists  of  items  according 
to  author#  subject#  or  by  title  key  words.  A print  out  can 
then  be  easily  photo-duplicated  for  the  purpose  of  regular 
book  publ i cat  ion. 

The  programs  used  to  construct  and  organize  our 
bibliography  are  BIBLIO  and  BSCAN#  both  developed  at  the 
University  of  Southern  California  within  the  WEIS/TR&A 
projects  directed  by  Professor  Charles  A.  McClelland#  (see 
Hil’#  1974  for  writeups  of  these  programs).  The  BIBLIO 
program  operates  in  such  a manner  to  permit  the  user  to 
enter  each  bibliographic  reference  according  to  six  fields: 

1.  Citation  Humber# 

2.  Search  Codes# 

3.  Author(s)# 

4.  Title# 

5.  Publishing  Information# 

6.  citation  Abstract. 

The  search  code  is  a 70  character  free  format  field 
which  permits  the  user  to  code  each  bibliographic  entry 
according  tc  any  scheme  reflecting  the  research  interests  of 
the  user.  For  example#  the  three-letter  codes  "DEP"  and 
"ZAi'i”  are  taken  from  the  following  coding  scheme  which  uses 
these  codes  to  identify  items  refering  to  defense  policies 
and  Zambia.
